Occupy Long Beach 
costs mount, protesters 
rally for camping rights 


Bills for increased 
police surrounding 
protesters add up.

The cost of increased police pres- 
ence for the large number of Occupy 
Long Beach protesters at the city 
council meeting last Tuesday was 
more than $40,000 for the night, ac- 
cording to Long Beach Police Chief 
Jim McDonnell. 

The extra officers were paid over- 
time, in ‘contrast to the day-to-day 
police monitoring of protesters in Lin- 
coln Park, which no longer employs 
officers on regular duty. 

The LBPD declined to provide in- 
formation on the total cost of police 
for the OLB protests. 


“You're basically showing your 


cards to those that would expose it,” 
McDonnell said. 

Other cities have disclosed their 
costs, however. Occupy Wall Street, 
the hub of the Occupy movement, has 
cost taxpayers an estimated.$7 million. 

As the Occupy Long Beach move- 
ment pushes into its second month of 
protests, members continue to press 
local officials for a special provision 
that will allow them to camp over- 
night in Lincoln Park using tents and 
other temporary shelters. 

Currently, most protesters move 


out of the park and onto the adjacent - 


sidewalk each night at 10 p.m. — the 
park’s closing time. The few that oc- 
casionally remain typically get cited 
or arrested by police, with the total 
count currently at 15 arrests. 

During a public comment period at 
the city council meeting last Tuesday, 
several people asked the city for a free 
speech zone in the park that would 
grant an exception to city ordinances 
that prohibit camping in public spac- 
es. No decision was made, with the 
council electing to make a decision on

On Nov. 25, police confiscated 
belongings of OLB protesters after 
warning them that they must-be re- 
moved, 

In response, the protesters said they 
plan on keeping their belongings in 
storage bins. They said they hope this 
will lead to fewer complaints from 
residents who say that the protests 
are an “eyesore,” with group organiz- 
ers putting out a call for volunteers to 
decorate the storage bins. 
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In nearby Irvine, Occupy protest- 
ers have been granted permission to 
camp overnight using tents. However, 
the permission is temporary, with a 
recent 2-week extension. 

In comparison, the Occupy Long 
Beach protesters seek permanent rec- 
ognition, a-stance that may worsen 
their odds of success. 

City Attn. Robert Shannon said, 
“Simply put, this ordinance cannot 
and does not make an exception for 
Occupy Long Beach.”

People really like reading 
poetry.” 

In addition to the reading, Poetry 
Without Borders also held a poetry 
competition in which RGRLL students 
submitted original work in French, 
German, Italian, Spanish or Russian. 
The entries were evaluated for accu- 
racy, style and originality. 

Jose Martinez won first place for his 
poem, which is untitled. German and 
Spanish studies senior Lauren Green- 
wood’s poem “Echos Liebesqual” re- 
ceived an honorary mention. 


Greenwood’s poem, written in Ger- 
man, tells the story of Echo and Narcis-

“T’ve always loved the story of Echo 
and Narcissus,” Greenwood said. “I 
liked the theme [of the event] and came 
up with the idea pretty quickly, focusing 
on the metaphor of love as a sickness.” 

Greenwood and Martinez will be 
reading their original poems tonight, 
along with a number of other staff and 
students who will read poems in vari- 
ous languages other than English.

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Senior physiology major Rachel Na- 
tividad aims to defy those statistics.

This trend is part of what University 
of Illinois emeritus engineering profes- 
sor David E. Goldberg calls “the math- 

science death march.” 

According’ to Goldberg, middle 
school and high school students de- 
velop an early interest in science from 
simple, fun science projects. However, 
the workload: and the competitive en- 
vironment between students filter out 
many science degree-hopefuls. 

“Struggling is normal,” Natividad 
said. “Don’t let your initial failure, in 
that you didn’t do as well as you thought 
you would, discourage you.” 

Politicians and educators plan to 
combat the national decline in STEM 
(science, technology, engineering and 
math) degrees by further exposing el- 
ementary school and high-school stu- 
dents to STEM subjects.

Cal State Long Beach, however, 
seems to be fighting the national trend. 

According to the university’s In- 
stitutional Research and Assessment 
on-demand reports, 440 students were 
granted degrees from the College of 
Natural Science and Mathematics dur- 
ing the 2010-11 fiscal year. CSULB 
granted 214 science and mathematics 
degrees in the 2000-01 fiscal year. 

Jeffrey Cohlberg, a biochemistry 
professor, described the reports as be- 
ing nearly opposite of those on the ‘na- 
tional scale. 

According to Cohlberg, student per- 
formance in his classes has declined 
compared to performance in his 1975 
classes. But, Cohlberg attributes some 
of this decline to the increasing number 
of students interested in the sciences 
and the financial obstacles they face. 

Cohlberg also said that students of- 
ten set obstacles themselves by their 
lack of math preparation and a “decline 
in many students’ study habits” be- 
cause of a reliance on ncn and 
the Internet: 

But for Natividad, science is a labor 
of love, a labor she said is partly respon- 
sible for her 3.95 grade point average. 

The physiology major also attributes 
part of her success to being a Presi- 
dent’s Scholar. : 

“Tm in a unique position where I’ve 
always had priority registration,” Na- 
tividad said. “That would have been an 
obstacle normally since science is so 
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The workload and the competitive environment for students are said to filter out many science hopefuls. 


impacted.” 

‘According to 1990s research from 
the National Science Board, students 
respond best to education through 
open-ended problem solving and not 


through lectures. However, lecture 
classes cost less to teach than labs. 

In 2005, the Nation Academy of En- 
gineering reputed some ways univer- 
sities teach science and math, saying, 


“Treating the freshman year as a ‘sink 
or swim’ experience and accepting at- 
trition as inevitable is both unfair to 
students and wasteful of resoufces and 
faculty time.”

ST. LOUIS (MCT) — Army veteran 
Ben Miller remembers the isolation he 
felt when he enrolled at the University 
of Missouri-St. Louis in the fall of 
2009. 

“T would show up on campus, talk to 
absolutely no one and go home,” said 


Miller, 27, who did three tours in Iraq - 


as a counterintelligence specialist. “J 

didn’t feel like I really belonged.” 
With wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 

winding down.and enhancements to 


the GI Bill, colleges and universities . 


are expecting a surge in veteran enroll- 
ment unseen since World War II. 

But some academics and veterans’ 
advocates are warning that many col- 
leges are unprepared to deal with the 
unique needs of former service mem- 
bers. 

Many veterans face a difficult tran- 


sition to civilian life, ranging from ~ 


readjustment issues to recovery from 
physical and mental injuries. And they 
say without special attention, many 
will fail to graduate.

“Tf colleges are not prepared to help 
transition soldiers from combat you do 
run the risk of losing an entire genera- 
tion,” said Tom Tarantino of the Iraq 


_and Afghanistan Veterans of America. 


“The GI Bill isn’t a thank you for 
your service,” Tarantino continued. 
“What it really is is a readjustment 
benefit. It is giving them the opportu- 
nity to do something that is construc- 
tive for their mind and their body, that 
gives them a mission and allows them 
to move forward in life. It’s a back- 
stop so you’re not walking right off 


the plane from combat in to the civil- 
ian world. It was designed to be a soft 
landing.” 

Studies show that some strategies 
work to keep veterans in school. They 
include specialized orientation pro- 
grams, helping veterans connect with 
one another, training faculty and staff 
on challenges veterans face and offer- 
ing more counseling and financial aid. 
But surveys show that many schools 
are lacking in such efforts. 

Navy veteran Joe Gomez recalled 
his first daunting days of college, 


crisscrossing campus to sign up for 
class, line up his financial aid and at- 
tend to details that are part of enroll- 
ment. 

“Sometimes it’s frustrating when 
you get out of the service and don’t 
know how to do these things,” said Go- 
mez, 27, who spent’six years learning 
about ballistic missiles as a submari- 
ner, but received only a week of Navy 
training to prepare him for his return 
to the civilian world.

Some students consider these deals to 
be convenient forms of saving money. 

“T don’t search them out, but I defi- 
nitely do consider [the deals] — I don’t 
just delete them right away,” Batchelor 
said.

The year is 1929. Herbert Hoover is 


President of the United States, the stock 
market has.crashed and the film indus- 
try is transitioning from the silent era 
to movies described as “talkies.” “The 
Artist” is able to captivate the essence 
of this historical period as the only si- 
lent black-and-white film created in the 
21st century. 

Written and directed by Preach film- 
maker, Michel Hazanavicius, “The Art- 
ist” takes a classic approach to movies, 
avoiding the intense 3D effects and 
high action scenes that current films 
display in order to attract audiences. 

With only minimal closed captions, 
and the magnificent scene-setting melo- 
dies by Ludovic Bource, the silent film 
tells a timeless Hollywood story of a 
famous 1920s silent actor, George Val- 
entin (Jean Dujardin). At the start of the 
film, Valentin is depicted as a success- 
ful actor. However, when his career dra- 
matically comes to a halt as a result of 


the rise in sound movie production, his 
vanity leads him into a downward spiral. 

Of course, a classic film would not 
be the same without an enchanting love 
story, which is where the lovely Peppy 
Miller (Bérénice Bejo) offers her flap- 
per dance skills, natural smile and flir- 
tatious eyes. 

Miller meets Valentin after she ac- 
cidentally bumps into him at a press 
photo opportunity, and miraculously 
ends up on the front page of every en- 
tertainment newspaper, with the head- 
line “Who’s that girl?” Ultimately, she 
gets into the film business and as Val- 
entin’s career quickly declines, Miller’s 
is on the rise as the new Hollywood “It” 
girl — who can act and talk. 

Without ever hearing a word from 
the French actress Bejo, her acting says 
it all. Performing Miller’s character, 
who is meant to represent the typical 
rising starlet, Bejo uses a variety of fa- 
cial expressions, drastic hand gestures 
and crazy. dance moves to ironically 
prove she can act without talking. A 
perfect example would be when Miller, 
as a fan, sneaks into Valentin’s dressing 
room and pretends to cuddle with him 
by placing her arm into his coat and ca- 
resses herself with it. 

In addition to a French filmmaker 
and French lead actress, it is no sur- 
prise that playing the lead role would 
be French actor, Dujardin. Aside from 
his suave portrayal of George Valen- 
tin, Dujardin is also able to show when 
Valentin hits rock bottom by depicting

him as an angry alcoholic in a state of 
depression. Just like most conventional 
black-and-white films, there is a dra- 
matic scene filled with rage and sorrow 
when Valentin is seen, with a liquor 
bottle in his hand, watching his own 
films in his dingy apartment. 

In order to add some form of comic 
relief, Valentin has best friend — his 


dog. The adorable small dog creates ~ 


laughter throughout the audience with 
his unique tricks and great loyalty to his 
owner. The idea to have a 
dog as a companion re- 
sembles the 1934 film, 
“The Thin Man,” where 
a cute dog follows his 
owner around throughout 
the film. 

“The Artist” does a 
compelling job at allud- 
ing to other films from the 
classic era such as “A Star 
is Born,” “Citizen Kane” 
and “Singing in the Rain.” 

Since this is in fact a 
silent film with only short 
subtitles sporadically 
presented throughout the 


musical scores that cre- 
ate such a timely flow for 
the film. During a sweet 
love scene, the scores are 
light and mesmerizing. 
However, when Valentin 
throws his film projector 
against the wall, the mu- 


sic is like thunder rattling through the 
theater. 

Although the technology in film 
production today allows vivid pictures 
and profound scenes, cinematographer 
Guillaume Schiffman gives “The Art- 


ist” that satin glow from the original — 


black-and-white films of the past. 

“The Artist” is currently playing 
in select theaters, such as the Arclight 
Theater in Hollywood, but will open 
nationwide in December.

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Slow start dooms 
‘Niners against 
No. 6 Louisville 


Cardinals force 21 
turnovers, outscore 
men’s basketball team 
by 12 in first half.

The Long Beach State men’s basket-_ 
.ball team couldn’t cure the hangover 


effect from its second half letdown 
against Montana. 

The 49ers were outscored by 12 points 
in the first half of a 79-66 loss to No. 
6-ranked Louisville on Monday in front 
of 20, 468 fans at the KFC Yum! Center. 

The ‘Niners (3-3) committed a whop- 
ping 21 turnovers thanks to 4 stifling 
Louisville defense that tallied 14 steals. 

The loss marked the Beach’s sec- 
ond in a row and third in the last four 
games. Meanwhile, the Cardinals (6-0) 
maintained their unblemished record 
and earned their 14th consecutive vic- 
tory on their home floor, 

Senior guard Larry Anderson paced 
the 49ers with 17 points on 6 of {0 from 
the field, to go with six rebounds. Senior 
point guard Casper Ware, who was held 
to just a combined 20 points in LBSU’s 
previous two games, scored 13 on 5 of 


12 shooting and dished out a game-high 
eight assists. T.J Robinson and James 
Ennis scored 12 points apiece. 

Louisville guard Chris Smith led all 
scorers with 18 points on 5 of 10 shooting, 
including 4-for-5 from the 3-point line. 
Freshman forward Chane Behanan added 
13 points and seven rebounds, while junior — 
guard Peyton Siva chipped in with 11. 

The ‘Niners opened: the contest on 
the wrong foot as they missed their first 
four shots as Louisville opened up an. 
8-0 lead. Long Beach didn’t convert its 
first basket until almost four minutes 
had gone by in the period. 

A 3-pointer by Ware cut the lead 
to six, but Louisville used a 10-1 run 
midway through the first half to take 
a commanding 28-14 advantage. The 
49ers answered with an 8-0 run of their 
own, bringing the game back to within 
reach at 35-27. A missed three from the 
‘Niners, however, was cashed in on the 
ensuing possession as Smith drained a 
3 to put the Cardinals back up by 11. 

The Beach committed 10 of its 21 
turnovers in the first half after cough- 
ing up the ball seven times. The “Niners 
took a 44-32 deficit into the break. 

The 49ers showed some life midway 
through the second half, after a 15-5 
run cut the lead to 60-55 with 6:39 re- 
maining. Louisville quickly silenced 
the LBSU run, though, as Smith buried
